Information received from NY T-l and NY T-22 has 
established that the CP, USA, continued to maintain its 
national office on the third floor of the building located 
at 23 West 26th Street, New York City, for the period 
July 1, 1959* to September 30, 1959. 

NY T-l has observed that the CP, in addition to 
its offices on the third floor,, has utilized a penthouse 
structure on this building as office space for EUGENE DENNIS. 
The front section of the third floor has space devoted to a 
conference room in which are held the smaller meetings 
conducted by the Party. To the rear of the conference room 
there are offices for the several functionaries of the Party. 

The New York State CP maintains offices on the 
second floor of the building in a layout similar to that 
maintained by the CP, USA. 

"The Worker" occupies the first floor and basement 
of the building. On the first floor there is located a 
reception room and lobby as well as rooms devoted to editorial 
research and preparation of the weekly edition of the 
newspaper. The office of "The Worker* s" general manager is 
found in the basement wherein are also located various 
facilities such as the mailing equipment of the paper and 
additional editorial research material. 

There is a sub-basement in this building and the 
space therein is taken up with the various utilities of the 
building-. 

No sign indicating occupancy of these quarters by 
the CP or "The Worker" appears- on the outside of the building 
or • in its windows. However, these organizations maintain 
listings In the Manhattan telephone directory. 
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STATUS OP PROCEEDINGS TO REQUIRE REGISTRATION 
OF, CP* USA, UNDER INTERNAL SECURITY ACT OF' 1950 

On July 30, 1959, the United States Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia announced its decision 
in the case CP, USA versus Subversive Activities Control 
Board/ upholding the findings of the hoard that the Party 
must register in accordance with, the terms of the Internal 
Security Act of 1950. The decision by the court was by a 
vpte of two to one. 

NY T-22 has reported that on July 30, 1959, EUGENE 
DENNIS issued a statement on this decision of the United 
States Court of Appeals, DENNIS declared that the decision 
would be appealed and he expressed confidence that the 
Supreme Court wovild reverse.- this finding on the basis of 
the Bill of Rights. He termed the Mc Carran Act as an 
early product of the cold war" and "a relic of McCarthyism . 
DENNIS noted that for almost ten years the case had been in 
the courts and was featured by "slanderous falsehoods of 
foreign agents". He asserted it is. high time that the 
Supreme Court threw out the Mc Carran Act.

"The Worker" of August 16, 1959, on page 16, 
column 2, published an announcement of the celebration on 
September 25, 1959, at Carnegie Hall, New York City, of the 
46th anniversary of the founding of the CP. 

On September 25, 1959* NY T-39 made available 
information concerning the celebration of the anniversary 
at Carnegie Hall, New York City, on September 25, 1959. 

According to this information, ELIZABETH GURLEY 
FLYNN was the chairman of .the occasion and announced that 
the theme of the meeting was "The past is a prelude to the 
horizons of the future". 
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• EUGENE DENNIS, the first speaker oh the program of. 

the- ee&ebr&tion,, pledged? the? tbujilding of -the- CP into a 
mass --•party the. multiplying 'by a hundredEold its: contributions 
to peaoe> isgsgk ^emoxsraoy-, the making of this ^a-' decade for huryin 
the H iboiah and harnessing- wrolMfr -ehergy for peace, the abolit _

NY T-44 has established that the attendance at this 
gathering was about 1800-. 

17TH NATIONAL CONFESSION- 

NY T-l has advised that under date of August 7, 
1959* CHARLENE MITCHELL wrote to PHIL BART, asking that the 
National Executive Committee reconsider the decision to hold 
the 17th national convention of the CP at the Hotel Theresa, 
New York City, on -December 10-13, 1959. MITCHELL mentioned 
that she had. discussed this matter with JAMES JACKSON and he 
agreed with her in urging reconsideration. She said that she 
was asking for this because this is a time when CP membership 
among the Negro people is at a low ebb and she was therefore 
disposed to regard it as an insult to hold the CP convention 
in. the largest hotel in the Negro community, a hotel that is 
headquarters for many activities and affairs of the Negro 
people. She also inquired whether at a time when the CP is 
under great attack, that is the only community to be found 
which will accomodate the CP. 

MITCHELL said she had also discussed the matter with 
other national committee members from Los Angeles and believed 
that they too were doing some Rethinking on the matter. 

NY T-l has also provided a copy of the reply of PHIL 
BART to MITCHELL dated August 13, 1959. BART, in his letter, 
assured her that before rental of the Hotel Theresa, the • 
matter was discussed with the NEC and personally with JACKSON, 
BEN DAVIS, and WILLIAM PATTERSON. He- noted that JACKSON had 
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some of the thoughts mentioned by MITCHELL, but the others 
found no reason to disagree with the renting of the hotel. 

BART went oh to say that before renting the Theresa, 
every possible meeting hall and hotel in the city had been 
canvassed unsuccessfully. He went on to say that the 
general feeling is that having engaged that hotel, the 
occasion can be utilized- to focus attention on CP work in the 
Negro- community as well as on the tasks of the Party in that 
field* BART informed that it was their intention to take 
special steps to assure attendance of a good part of the 
Negro membership at the convention, as visitors as well as 
delegates. 

Further, BART said that their presence at the hotel 
should be used as an occasion not just to point out weaknesses 
.which they need not hide, but to conduct a critical discussion 
and use the event to help focus attention on this question 
before the whole Party. He noted too that the convention 
takes place in an area where BEN DAVIS is well known and which 
he once represented as councilman and this too should be 
cnnsidered in connection with the convention. 

NY T-6 has advised on August 26, 1959* that on the 
same date, JAMES JACKSON had stated that on the previous day 
there had been a meeting, of the resident NEC and he 
had &3&sed the question of use of the Hotel Theresa* JACKSON 
expressed opposition to the use of the Theresa because of 
its location in Harlem where there are strong racial tensions. 
JACKSON told the committee that if the convention was held 
there, anti-Communist Negro leaders and pthers would accuse 
the CP of attempting to agitate among the Negro population. 
JACKSON then moved that- the convention be held elsewhere, but 
he was voted down five to three* 

Following the ' NEC meeting, PHIL BART advised 
JACKSON that the Hotel Theresa was the only place available 
for the convention at the desired time; however, BART 
expressed his sympathy with JACKSON 1 s views and said that if 
possible, he would try to obtain another location* 
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NY T-6 has stated that politics is involved in 
locating the convention in Harlem inasmuch as the community 
was a stronghold for BEN DAVIS and DAVIS would make the. 
most of this to gain influence at the convention. 

NY T-19 has provided a copy of a memorandum dated 
August 4, 1959, from the National Education and Organization 
Departments to all districts. 

This memorandum notes that as the national 
convention is scheduled for December 10 to 13, 1959* in 
accordance with the CP constitution, pre-convention discussion 
would be carried on from September 10 to December 10, 1959. 
Initial discussion materials consist of a political draft 
resolution and a .draft resolution on the Negro question, these 
to be printed in the September issue of "Political Affairs^' 
A draft resolution on Party organization would be ready at 
a later date. Other resolutions on trade union policy, 
youth work, etc . , would be prepared later for- submission to 
the convention. In addition, the present constitution was 
being opened for. amendment. 

.It was also stated that in addition to resolutions, 
amendments to draft resolutions and amendments to the 
constitution, all members may submit discussion articles for 
publication. Thfese contributions were to be submitted through 
the district organizations.' It was noted that anonymous 
contributions sent to the national office would be "summarily 
rejected".. 

NY T-40 on August 14, 1959, provided a copy of a 
letter dated Augast 6, 1959, directed to all districts from 
PHIL BART' as national organizational secretary, forwarding 
a copy of a referendum to be acted upon by all clubs, this 
referendum to be conducted between September 15 and October 15. 
The referendum memorandum is dated August 7, 1959* an(i proposed 
that the current CP constitution be amended in order that all 
members of the national committee may be elected by the convention 
rather than a part of that body being elected by district 
conventions.

NY T-*4 has reported on August 21, 1959* that PHIL 
BART had stated that the national office had withdrawn from 
circulation, a draft of a proposed CP constitution and that 
a draft would not he introduced at the convention. BART said 
that the national office was to say that the convention has 
authority to amend anything including the constitution and 
the. convention will amend and thus, the idea of a new constitution 
wili he de-emphasized. According to BART, the leadership was 
motivated chiefly by fear of . government action in following 
this course of action. The reasoning is the the press as 
well as the government could cite a new constitution as proof 
that the CP is once again taking orders from abroad and 
reinstitution of. democratic centralism would be used as proof. 
Democratic centralism said BART, can be reintroduced by 
insertion of new clauses here and there, a large portion of 
the current constitution being left ■ intact. Thus, the CP will 
not face the danger of press comment and possible government 
action. 

On September 9* 1959* NY T-l provided a copy of a 
letter by PHIL BART dated September 3* 1959* addressed to all 
Party clubs. His letter claimed that a number of inquiries 
had been received indicating that the letter covering,- the 
referendum was not explicit in stating why the referendum was 
being .conducted. 

BART's letter then explained that the present 
•constitution is not adequate for election of a functioning 
national committee because in the past two years, in addition to 
those resigning from that committee and from the Party* there 
were changes of committee members by district. The committee 
found itself lacking in continuity. BART explained that the 
national committee feels that more discussion is needed, 
possibly resulting in changes in the manner of election and 
size of the committee and the referendum therefore leaves to 
the convention, the final decision resulting from general . 
discussion. 

NY T-40 has provided a copy of a letter dated 
September 21, 1959* addressed to all districts from the 
National Appeals Committee calling upon the districts to 
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dispose of local disciplinary cases so that appeals to he 
made to the national convention, would be in order and 
all reviews by lower bodies disposed of. . It' was 
explained* that this would guarantee a fair hearing 
and prevent a log jam at the convention. 

The same informant has furnished a copy of a 
letter dated September 25, 1959, from PHIL BART to all 
districts, advising that the national committee had levied 
an assessment of two months dues on each member to defray 
the cost of the convention. The letter noted that receipt 
books for this pic@?pose were being sent out. 

MEETINGS OP, CP LEADERSHIP 

NY T-19 has furnished a copy of a letter dated 
July 13, 1959, from PHIL BART to all NEC members stating 
that the next regular meeting of the NEC was to be heia on 
July 22, 23. The order of business was to be the draft, 
resolutions and constitution to be presented to the national 
committee meeting over the weekend. 

NY T-2 has reported that this NEC meeting was 
opened on July 22, 1959, by EUGENE DENNIS,- the agenda being 
announced as: I. The Negro question; 2. proposed .amenciments 
to the CP constitution; 3. Report from sub-committee on dasaft 
resolutions, and 4. Proposals for NEC to place before the 
national committee such as the date and place^ of che next 
convention. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON read a letter from WILLIAM Z. POSTER 
suggesting' changes to be made in the draft resolution 
proposed by DENNIS. 

BEN DAVIS favored a complete reworking of the 
document if time permitted. He charged that the document 
does not stress present conditions concerning the Negro 
people> the- labor movement and events in Latin America. DAVIS 
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said the document failed to stress that the gains made under 
American capitalism had been achieved at the expense of the 
degradation of youth, the insecurity of the people, and a 
general moral decay. He said he wanted it made clear that 
American capitalism is "too rotten" to be reformed. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN said she regarded the 
resolution as ambiguous and said the American people need 
a clear understanding of the nature of the CP and that the 
resolution is full of Party cliches. 

JACK STACHEL said he agreed with the main line of the 
resolution but the Party is not clear as to what kind of 
document it wants. He said that after many years, attention 
is being given to problems of organization such as the holding 
of club meetings, collection of dues, distribution of 
literature, mass education, the united front and the Party's 
vanguard role., 

Following a recess, there was consideration of 
changes in the CP constitution. CARL WINTER proposed that 
only such changes be made as are absolutely necessary and made 
only in such forms as might be popularly understood and 
defended. He said there atse some changes he> would like to see 
but feels it would be too difficult to explain changes in a 
popular mass way. He said the CP has a job to. do to make 
Marxism-Leninism understood in its proper sense among American 
workers and to bring forward scientific socialism.. 

At the session of the NEC meeting on July 2$, 1959* 
EUGENE DENNIS proposed that the first, item of business be 
motions on the draft political resolution. He moved that the 
NEC approve the main line of the draft resolution for the 
convention and submit it to the national committee. This 
motion was carried. 

Next was . discussion of the resolution on the Negro 

.question.,. 
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NY T-3 has adtised that the CP national committee 
met on July 25,26, 1959* at Adelphi Hall, New York City,, 
and at the first day's session, the agenda was announced 
as follows : 

1. Discussion of the. steel strike. 

2. The draft political resolution. 

3. Political questions. 

4. The draft constitution. 

5. Resolution on Party consolidation. 

6. Preparations for national convention. 

The agenda for the session on July 26* 1959, was 
announced, as discussion of the Negro question and the draft 
constitution.. 

IRVING POTASH said the CP must do all it can to have 
the labor movement prevent President EISENHOWER from invoking 
the Taft-Hartley Act. He said the Party must point out the 
mistakes of labor leaders but remember the strike and that 
the real enemy is the steel trust. 

The motion was passed that POTASH'S report be 
adopted and safierred to the NEC for editing. 

Following a luncheon recess, m LUMER presented the 
draft resolution mentioning that EUGENE DENNIS had become 
•ill and had left the meeting. .He noted that there had been 
no time to edit or amend the resolution. He proposed that 
the committee authorize a sub-committee to redraft the 
resolution for pre-convention discussion. 

A letter was read from WILLIAM Z. FOSTER urging 
that the war danger should be more clearly defined* FOSTER 
saying that DENNIS handled the war danger as If it were only 
a spontaneous evil instead of a prepared plan of the 
monopolists. 
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There followed considerable discussion of the 
resolution, with the session being adjourned without 
concluding action on the resolution. 

Following further discussion on July 26, 1959i- HY 
LUMER proposed that the main line of the resolution be 
approved and that the NEC be authorized to make necessary , 
changes after discussion. His motions were approved, 

PHIL BART reported that the convention committee 
was proposing to hold the convention at the Hotel Theresa, 
New York City, from December 10-13, 1959. This was 
approved. He then proposed that the munta?' of delegates 
to the convention be based on average dues payments for the 
period October, 1958 to October, 1959* and that districts 
be allowed delegates as follows: 

For the first 300 members, three delegates 
for each 100 and for the next 200, two 
delegates for each 100 and one for each additional 
75 or major fraction; 

For a district of 50 to 100 members, two 
delegates and for a district of under 5P 
members, one delegate. 

Where there is no organization, one fraternal 
delegate may be designated. Each district 
might send alternate delegates up to 25 per 
cent of the delegation. '. He said that 100 
to 125 delegates are expected to attend the 
convention. This was approved. 

The proposal for holding the convention at the 
Hotel Theresa was approved unanimously. A motion to change 
the method of electing national committee members by conducting 
a referendum was also appasowdd* 

NY T-41 has advised that on August 10, 1959, at a 
meeting of- the New York State CP Board, GUS HALL stated that 
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at the national committee meeting of July 25 and 26, 1959* 
there had been agreement on the main political resolution 
and the resolution on the Negro question. He said a committee 
was to be set up to review proposed amendments to the 
constitution and the.f-e could be then put to the convention. 
He went on to say that if -Party leaders set a proper tone 
in pre-convention discussion, they should achieve tremendous 
results,. 

At a meeting of the NEC on July 28, 1959, according 
to NY T.-2, EUGENE ■ DENNIS announced that there would be 
discussion of the convention of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People, the state of the 
Party in Southern California and the main political 
resolution. 

PETTIS PERRY criticized the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People/convention for not 
pointing out the unfinished task of the Negro liberation 
movement. He said JIM CROW still prevails in the South. With 
reference to left progressive losses in the NAACP, PERRY 
said the Party must take some fundamental organizational steps. 

DOROTHY REALEY reported on CP activity in southern 
California. 

"MICKIE" LIMA described the CP in Los Angeles as 
having made important progress in the legislative and civil 
rights field j however, he noted that the breakdown of 
democratic centralism in southern California is a key problem 
to be solved at the convention. 

EUGENE DENNIS discussed the editing of the resolution 
on the Negro question and the draft of the main political 
resolution. He noted that upon completion pf editorial 
work, the NEC could review both documents. 

NY T-2 has reported that a meeting of CP leadership 
was held at the national office on August 4, 1959? GUS HALL 
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character! zed the impending visit of NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV as 
a "certain acceptance of reality" on the part of the 
administration. JACK STACHEL observed that the KHRUSHCHEV 
visit is a very important development marking a change in 
the cold war. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON reported on the hearings in connection 
with registration of the Party under the Internal Security 
Act of 1950. He said the possibility exists that registration 
would be required by the spring of i960. He said the CP 
must try to prepare some publication explaining the Mc Carran 
Act to the public, and said it could not be taken for granted 
that the Supreme Court will declare the act unconstitutional. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN said the CP must show that 
the act has a built-in verdict and that those who register 
by doing so admit a part in an international conspiracy. 
She called for quick publication of a pamphlet explaining 
what the Mc Carran Act is. 

NY T-34 has reported that a meeting of CP leaders 
was held on August 11, 1959., at the CP office and the meeting 
opened with a discussion of a book being written by ALEXANDER 
BITTELMAN. It appeared to the informant that BITTELMAN 
was unwilling to submit his manuscript to the Party for 
approval prior to its publication* 

GUS HALL observed that BITTELMAN was taking it upon 
himself to say that he does not express the opinions of the 
Party although the Party has not seen his manuscript. 

HY LUMER expressed surprise that BITTELMAN was 
asking the Party to publish something .it has not seen. 

BITTELMAN, according to NY T-34, asserted his 
belief that the Party's mind was made up that it would not 
publish the book nor help publish it. 

NY T-2 has advised on August 25, 1959* that there was 
•a meeting of CP leaders held oh that date at the CP national 
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office and PHIL BART indicated, that the agenda would 
include a discussion of the national convention site and a 
discussion of the steel strike. 

PHIL BART explained that in spite of all" efforts 
they were only able to get the Hotel Theresa for the national 
convention, 

BEN DAVIS declared his favor of that hotel saying 
it would be a demonstration toward the Negro community and 
would inculcate respect of the Party. He said he also 
favored Harlem as a locale for the Party would bring money 
into that community through rental of the hotel and meals 
taken in the area. 

BART suggested that discussion on the convention 
site be postponed until the meeting of the full NEC. No 
objection was made to this, 

GUS HALL stated that while there was agreement 
that they wanted to bring back people who had left the Party, 
he felt the approach to this of only readmitting those who . 
would fully admit their mistakes and who would say the Party 
was r v ight and they were wrong was incorrect and nobody would 
return. He said they would have to make more liberal their 
standards for opening the door to such people. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN said that' the Party should 
not close the door on such people as they feel useless and 
hopeiess without the Party. She said those who wanted to 
come back would be greatly affected to see a reunification 
in -the Party , 

BEN DAVIS said that there was a tendency oh the 
part of. some to favor those on the right and regard some on 
the left as untouchable. He said it should be made clear 
that it is easier to get out of the CP than to get back in. 

According to, the informant, there was no mention of the 
steel strike during this meeting. 
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- The resident NEC met on September 9* 1959* according 
to NY T-2 i' * NY T-13 has reported that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
reported on the struggle to get the amnesty campaign for 
HENRY WINSTON and GIL GREEN moving in Harlem and in New York, 
She also said that the Christmas amnesty campaign needs an 
appeal and must he started immediately if it is to be a 
success. 

FLYNN went on to say that the CP was neglecting ' 
defense from attack on the Party by way of the Mc Carran Act 
and the membership prosecution cases. She said the Party 
is also neglecting to fight to secure better medical attention 
"out of the country" for WILLIAM Z, POSTER. 

NY T-2 has advised that at this meeting, IRVING 
POTASH spoke on trade unions and mentioned the special 
edition of "The Worker" on the AF3>CI0 convention. He 
expressed the belief that 'The Worker" should have some 
editorial statements on the struggle against discrimination* 
civil rights, relations with the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics (USSR), and labor unity. 

BEN DAVIS suggested discussion of the question of 
independent political action saying that the question has 
to be asked whether the time is right for a third party 
adding, that the center of such conditions is the question of the 
South. 

NY T-29 has provided a copy of a letter dated 
August 6, 1959* addressed to members of the NEC announcing 
that the next meeting of the full NEC would be held on 
September 18, 19* 1959. 

NY T-19 has reported that the first session of the 
NEC meeting was held in a suite of rooms in the Chelsea Hotel, 
New York City, occupied by CLAUDE LIGHTFOCT and "MICKIE" LIMA. 
The meeting was thereat not only to provide security, but an 
atmosphere without interruption. The announced agenda for 
this meeting included: 
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1. The trip to the United States of NLKITA 
KHRUSHCHEV. 

2. A report by IRVING POTASH on the steel 
strike and the passage of anti-labor legislation. 

3. The future leadership of the CP, USA. 

4. A national youth conference. 

However, the informant noted that the agenda was 
not strictly adhered to, 

EUGENE DENNIS described KHRUSHCHEV* s visit as 
an event of the greatest importance as it reflects, a thaw 
in the cold war and will undoubtedly lessen tension. DENNIS 
suggested that the exchange of visits between the United 
States and the USSR might have been brought about by major 
differences in the ranks of United States capitalists, 
some of these seeing a chance for reappraisal of United States 
foreign policy. DENNIS said the CP, USA, should publicize 
its historic contributions to United States - USSR friendship. 
He said Party members and other progressive forces should be 
infused with the idea of big things impending in that there is 
a perspective for ending the cold war, advancing the cause 
of peace and brightening the outlook for democracy. 

GUS HALL said the CP should keep constantly 
changing the main political resolution for the convention, 
checking it to see if it conforms to actuality. He predicted 
that the forty year boom era in the United States is coming 
to an end. He claimed to see an internal challenge in the 
effects of automation as Well as financial, farm, and tax 
crises. He saw reaction to. these things by various groups in 
the form of an anti -labor bill and" steel strike. Thus, he 
said, the majority of all sections of the population are victims 
of big business. The CP he said, has to approach these 
problems and give guidance to the American people in their 
fight against big business. 

IRVING POTASH stated that the trade union movement 
recognizes the offensive launched by the National Association 
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of Manufacturers aimed at depressing wages and destroying 
the trade union movement. One spearhead of the offensive 
is the steel strike and another is anti-labor legislation, 
he said* .He pointed out a need at this time to stop the use 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. • POTASH said that the CP has issiued ■ 
leaflets nationally and locally in connection with the steel 
strike and there has been no attack on the leaflets by the 
trade union movement . He claimed that in some places, the 
members of the CP are active in the strike, POTASH went on 
to say that passage of anti-labor legislation was a result 
of abandonment of a drive to organize the unorganized and 
a result of cooperation of labor leaders with cold war 
policy. He charged that Mc Carthyite expulsion* of CP 
members from unions weakened the labor movement and has led 
to the present defeat. 

The first day*s session ended in the midst of 
discussion of POTASH 1 s report. 

NY T-19 has also reported on the second' day's 
session of the meeting of the NEC, this session also being 
held at the Chelsea Hotel. After discussion of POTASH 1 s 
report was had, POTASH in concluding . remarks pointed out as 
key tasks of the CP: 

1, A deepening of solidarity movements, this not 
being understood as more financial support. He said the 
fact is that rank and file workers are not. yet aware of the 
implications of the steel strike. 

2. A drive to prevent invoking the Taft-Hartley 
Act against the steel strikers. 

3# A study of the anti-Communist provisions of 
the Iandrum-Griffin Act. 

POTASH* s report was accepted on motion and it was 
agreed to establish a sub-cornmittee to study the Landrum- 
Griffin Act and formulate motions based on the discussion

at the meeting. The motions are to be presented to a 
meeting of the full NEC in November* 1959. 

In a discussion of the future leadership of the 
CP, EUGENE DENNIS suggested that the next national committee 
and NEC be smaller and that leadership b e discussed, with 
composition in mind - workers, women, . Negroes and younger 
people* 

In his remarks, GUS HALL pointed out that he 
has concluded as the result of his visits to varica s districts 
that there is a crisis in leadership not only nationally 
but in many districts and in sections of most districts. 
HALL said that there is a feeling among Party members that 
the Party is not going anyplace and is not growing politically 
He declared his belief that an element of truth exists in 
this belief. He also said there is an element of truth in the 
belief that those in leadership are smug and sit on their 
laurels. 

In conclusion, HALL said he is not aspiring to 
a national position and would prefer other tasks. He said 
he will not be a party to any maneuvers. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN said her talents are not 
being used and perhaps she is only a symbol which, while an 
honored one, is only"* a symbol of the past. She declared 
her readiness to step aside and make room for someone else 
as in her opinion, age and health should be considered in the 
selection of leadership. While older members should be 
given some credit, she asserted younger members should be 
given a chance and perhaps old timers could be used as 
speakers and teachers. She complained that women in leading 
positions are not being used and she accused, Party leadership 
of male chauvinism. She also observed that everyone is a 
"status seeker" and many are quite comfortably situated in 
New York. 

Following a discussion of the question of future 
leadership, a motion Was made that all present take a pledge 
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of secrecy. The motion would permit a general discussion 
of leadership but not of personalities. This motion was 
passed. 

The last item on the agenda, the national youth 
conference^ was not discussed. 

NY T-l has made available a copy of a letter dated 
August 7 j 195 9, from PHIL BART, addressed "Dear Comrade ", 
stating that as part of the 40th anniversary of the CP, 
the NEC was holding two regional conferences, one on the 
east coast and the other in the midwest. The east coast 
conference was being scheduled for September 26 and 27, and 
would consider: 

1. The ideological and political tasks in 
consolidating and building the Party. 

2. Experiences, methods, and lessons in consolidating 
the Party and recruiting new members and increasing the 
circulation of 'The Worker"* 

NY T-42 has reported that on September 26, 1959* ' 
the first session of the east coast regional conference was 
held at Adelphi Hall, New York City. 

An individual believed to be PAT TOOHEY stated 
that the conference was being held to consider problems 
of Party organizations and plans for the 17th national 
convention < He pointed out as problems facing the United 
States >. the steel strike, the status of the labor movement, 
the struggle for civil liberties and the fight against 
Mc Carthyism. He remarked that the new labor law goes far 
beyond the Taft-Hartley Act. TOOHEY claimed that the CP is 
more consolidated today than it had been two years before and 
is entering into mass activities on many fronts such as youth 
marches and other field of political Work, but pointed out 
that some districts have failed to reorganize. He asserted 
the CP must develop its . vanguard role in unions and mass 
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organizations by examining specific situations in unions 
anal the leadership of mass movements in order to influence 
and develop such "forces as the working class, the Negro 
people's movement and the middle class by giving.; them 
leadership and direction. TOOHEY went on to say that the 
CP must continually fight for legality in the United States 
to avert its isolation from the masses. He declared the 
monopolists are trying to isolate and destroy the forces of 
Marxism-Leninism. This, he said, is the main problem 
faced in Party organization. 

JAMES JACKSON said the Party club has two phases in- 
activity of people who do not work openly but who influence 
non-Communists to the benefit of the Party as well as direct 
and open activity. The former, he said, should be appreciated 
as much as the latter. He went on to say that the Party's 
mass program is developing after events- . and it is up to the 
leadership to bring together different struggles. JACKSON 
observed that the loss of Negro members was due to poor 
Party organization. He said Negroes are insecure and must 
be handled carefully. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON said the CP should adopt a 
practical approach to the Negro question instead of a 
theoretical one. They must, he said, show the relation 
between peace and races in that peace cannot be acknowledged 
as long as discrimination exists. The bringing of Negro 
members into, the Party is necessary to save the Party. 

At the session of the east coast conference on 
September 27, 1959, ARNOLD JOHNSON said that the proposal 
of NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV of total disarmament is real and serious 
and not just a maneuver and they must take it seriously and 
discuss it. 

JOHNSON pointed out that the greatest loss of Party 
membership occurred between 1951 and 1956* and he said these 
people were left "rudely and- crudely" and the CP cannot afford 
to pass over this loss- lightly. 
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WILLIAM L, PATTERSON spoke on the importance of 
"The Worker", describing it as a major weapon without which 
nothing' can he accomplished. He said they have to set the stage 
for the circulation drive of "The Worker" which has to be 
built in the next period. This drive, he said, would be 
helped through KHRUSHCHEV 1 s visit which has made tens of 
millions of people aware of questions not known before. Those 
people are waiting for their answers. 

JACK STACHEL spoke on the history of the 
Communist movement in America, maintaining his belief that 
there are still remnants of factionalism in the CP, and that 
the CP, USA is still weak on theory. He added that American 
capitalism is in a new stage and a new, labor law is a sign 
of" weakness. 

PHIL BART called for letters from the various 
districts furnishing suggestions or ideas for the national 
convention. He cited a lack of response to a discussion 
bulletin. 

NY T-43 has reported that the midwest regional 
conference of the CP was held on September 26,27, 1959> In 
Chicago, Illinois, attended by approximately 21 representatives 
from Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio, Wisconsin, 
and Missouri. The presence there of EUGENE DENNIS, GUS HALL,, 
and HY LUMER was noted. 

GUS HALL, at the conference, noted that a resolution 
will be drafted for presentation to the national convention 
on organizational problems. He said factionalism in the CP 
has now disappeared and' the Party has gone a ■ long way toward 
hammering out a common political line and a unified tactical 
approach. He said America's relationship to the world is 
beginning to shift because of the growth of the Socialist 
world. He said they must discuss the best- organizational 
form for the CP in order to meet the tasks before them.

NY T-21 on August 12> 1959 * provided a copy of 
a letter dated July 22, 1959* addressed by' WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 
to the National Executive Committee and the National 
Committee stating that he had received a copy of EUGENE 
DENNIS 1 draft of his resolution for the convention, 
and he was accordingly submitting recommendations pursuant 
to DENNIS 1 * request.* At the conclusion of his letter 
embodying his suggestions > FOSTER said that it is necessary 
to deal with the nature of the Party 1 s leadership* He' 
said it- seems to him that the present situation of the 
Party palls for' direction by a leading' secretariat of three, 
who would be elected by the National Contfent?$Q;n* FOSTER 
suggested as these> noting he was listing them* alphabetic ally > 
as BEN DAVIS, EUGENE DENNIS axi& GUS HALL- He observed 
that these can both unify and lead the Party effectively* 

NY T-6 has reported that in the first part of 
August, 1959*. GUS HALL had declared that between that 
time and the date of the. National Conference in December, 
1959* he intended to travel as much as possible, and was 
planning to visit Detroit and Chicago and ' in October 
revisit the West Coast # 'HALL was described as enthusiastic 
about the effect of his speeches on ex-members of the 
CP* HALL felt he could achieve much by delivering such 
"speeches in Detroit, Chicago and other cities* HALL ! s 
belief is that his chief concern at this time should be 
i»ducri»^ former Party functionaries and rank and file 
members to rejoin the Party* HALL was described as happy 
in his- assignment to work outside the national office* 

The informant has also noted that HALL had described 
the situation of the Party in New York as n bad and serious"* 
HALL said that he and many others in leadership blame 
BEN DAVIS for the bad situation and -oinHALLJs opinion DAVIS 
must i?e removed from. Readership in New York, He should* 
according to HALL* be "kicked upstairs" to the national 
■'office, where he could be watched and dp:* no damage* ,If 
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he should refuse such an assignment, HALL said DAVIS 
should be given an unimportant post out of town. 

• NY T-6has further reported that HALL has been 
surprised to learn from conversations that (FOSTER-^- - 
no longer agrees with or supports DAVIS. POSTER has 
warned HALL that DAVIS is "very ambitious". 

NY T-4 has advised that in August, 1959, PHIL 
BART disclosed that up to. that time there had really been- 
no discussion regarding the future leadership of the CP, 
However, BART understood that the main topic of the meeting 
of the NEC of September 18 and 19, 1959, was to be 
the future leadership. 

BART had noted that proposal of WILLIAM Z,. FOSTER that 
BENJAMIN-) J. DAVIS, GUS HALL and EUGENE DENNIS; comprise 
a Secretariat., However, he pointed out that the POSTER 
letter was not to be made "public". BART noted that HALL 
had disclosed that there seemed to be friction developing 
between DAVIS and POSTER. 

According to the informant, BART disclosed his 
his personal opinion that GUS HALL is creating some 
prpbiemsealt hough BART said he can not say that the problems 
have been deliberately created by HALL. BART in fact 
believes that it may not be done deliberately. Explaining 
himself BART has said HALL utilizes every opportunity to 
travel. At about the same time EUGENE DENNIS was- 
planning a trip, and since HALL was already assigned 
for speeches it was doubtful that DENNIS would be able 
to go through with his plans. BART told that HALL 
by his actions was placing himself in a position endangering 
that of DENNIS. BART lay the blame for this on DENNIS 
and his method of work as he said DENNIS always keeps things 
close "to his vest" and tries' to avoid public appearances. 
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BART noted that the staff of the national office 
attributes all sort of motives to. DENNIS when he does 
not confide in them. 

However,. BART admitted the future fate of 
the leadership of the Party is tied up with DENNIS, 
and if he does not make some changes DENNIS 1 «■ position 
in leadership will be in danger. He observed that the 
rank and file do not understand DENNIS' motives and 
will try to push him aside, 

NY T-6 has advised that on August 26, 1959* 
JAMES JACKSON had disclosed a conversation he had had 
with GUS HALL, the purpose of their conference having 
been JACKSON 1 s attempt to learn HALL'S ideas on the 
future leadership of the CP, JACKSON got the impression 
that HALL was desirous = of becoming secretary of the 
CP USA, although did not say as much* HALL indicated 
that it would be "ideal" if at the National Convention 
EUGENE DENNIS became Chairman of the CP and HY.-LUMER, 
Educational Director with CARL WINTER- as Editor of "The 
.Worker". It was JACKSON'S impression that HALL did 
not believe BEN DAVIS should be in the top leadership 
of the Party nor shouid he head the New York State 
CP* 

The informant has. also stated that in this 
conference, JACKSON informed HALL that he, JACKSON, 
should be third man in the leadership of the Party, 
describing himself "the most experienced, .capable and 
learned Negro in the CP", JACKSON'S belief as to a ' 
leadership. slate as disclosed to the informant would 
include EUGENE DENNIS as Secretary, GUS HALL, as Chairman, 
and JACKSON as the #hird in leadership, probably as 
Secretary for Negro Affairs^ 
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JACKSON told HALL that he wbuld pgpose any 
leadership move to have the leading Negro people 
select the Negro leadership of the Party. JACKSON was 
of the belief that the leading' Negro on secretariat should 
be selected by the entire leadership. 

JACKSON has told that HALL was of the belief 
that in addition to a three man secretariat there should 
be five other secretaries. JACKSON has declared, 
according to NY T-6^that he advised HALL of his opposition 
to CARL WINTER as a member of the top leadership of the 
Party as Editor of "The Worker". JACKSON believed 
WINTER had "missed the bus" when he refused the position 
of Editor of "The Daily Worker" at the time the CP 
was attempting to oust JOHN. GATES. 

JACKSON feels that GUS HALL would make a good 
Party Chairman because his personality would make him a 
good front man, while EUGENE DENNIS would make a good 
secretary because he understands the inner operations 
and political thinking of the CP. JACKSON stated that 
if one knows how to work DENNIS it is possible to obtain 
good results. 

JAMES JACKSON has- stated, according the the ■ 
informant, that while GTJS HALL is not openly campaigning . 
for a high leadership position by his traveling and 
contacting leading comrades, he is actually boosting 
his campaign. 
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NY T-25 has advised that on August 26, 1959* 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLXM had revealed that HY LUMER. had 
informed her that she was wanted as Vice Chairman of the 
Party under a new organizational alignment, FLYHN**.;*^ said 
that she would consider such a post but would not accept 
a position on the secretariat. On her declaration 
of her intentions in this mtt-QV, LUMER told her that 
the new secretariat would be made up of GUS HALL, EUGENE 
DENNIS, JAMES JACKSON, another individual believed to • 
be BEN DAVIS as well as LUMER himself. 

NY T-25 has informed that on the following day 
FLYNN had stated that she had "soured" on JAMES JACKSON, 
believing him to be on his way out of the Party, and 
that his wife is trying to get him to leave. FLYNN 
said she fciroughfc JACKSOW was looking around for a spot to 
step into when he leaves the Party. One of his reasons 
for leaving is because it has become apparent to him 
that he can not become Party Chairman. F4jYNN- .recalled 
that JACKSON had approached her with the idea of hia, 
becoming Chairman with her as Vice Chairman, but she had 

turned him down. She pointed out that BEN DAVIS 
is a Negro with greater stature than JACKSON, although 
he has a lot of faults. She described JACKSON as one 
with a swelled head, and asserted an opinion that whenever 
a Negro attains any power he gets "swell headed" and 
practices "reverse chauvinism", 

FLYNN observed that the headquarters of the 
CP was running much moresiacoljhly than when GENE DENNIS 
was present. She remarked that DENNIS was afraid of 
HALL and had offered to put him in charge of the Midwest. 
FLYNN declared her love and admiration for DENNIS, but 
she said that she could not go along with him any 
longer and that she has to "dump him". She said that she 
is going to surprise' DENNIS, that he has. to go even though 
he thinks she will stick by him through thick and thin. 
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On August 28, 1958, GUS HALL supplied the United 
States Attorney for the Southern District of New York 
his itinerary for a trip lasting from that date through 
November 2, 1959. In general, HALL was to travel through 
the Middlewest in September, returning to New York, for 
a short while and then departing for tire West Coast, where 
he would visit Los Angeles, San Francisco, Portland and 
Seattle, returning therefrom to Chicago on November 
2, 1959, his stay in Chicago being indicating as of 
indefinite duration. In his communication to, the United 
States Attorney, HALL indicated that he occupies -the .position as 
I&dfiJissefcr Secretary of the Party and was to have his 
permanent headquarters in Chicago. 

NY T-19 has reported that on September 2, 1959* 
$US HALL had stated that members of the 3?es3.dien'fc. NEC 
had been sounding out each other concerning the future 
leadership of the CP, but with no decision reached. 

On this occasion CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT said in 
response he thought there should be a committee or 
secretariat consisting of five individuals with three of 
these white and the other two Negro.. The chairman and_ 
secretary should be white and a part of the secretariat. 
LIGHTFOOT said DENNIS was in agreement with this 
proposal. However, GUS HALL observed that DENNIS had not 
mentioned the proposal to him. 

LIGHTFOOT went on to say that he would reject the 
three man secretariat proposed by WILLIAM Z. FOSTER. 

LIGHTFOOT, according to NY T-19* went on defending 
DENNIS. While admitting shortcomings, he said DENNIS 
is a necessary quality, politically speaking. HALL, he said 
could -make W tW: ' 8om6 ot the def ioi encies of DENNIS. 
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LIGHTF00T said it is not necessary now for the CP to. have 
a public figure as its leader as the Party is isolated. 

HALL said that although he had a tough time in ht£ 
d&allsg&'ti&.tfcL'c * DENNIS in the late 1940s as well as the- 
present he was nevertheless admitting that he has never 
really found anything seriously wrong with the political 
thinking of DENNIS. said that he would in fact 

have to describe DENNIS as a solid political thinker and tenacious 
worker and that he has been able .to accomplish things S 
under DENNIS ' leadership. \ 

HALI. went on to -say on this occasion, that on 
two separate occasions , FOSTER has stated to him that 
DAVIS has opportunistic tendencies and is not his man. . 
DAVIS has told HALL that he will continue to challenge 
DENNIS and would propose himself as head of the CP at 
the next NEC meeting..' However,, if defeated in this at 
the meeting he intends to go no further and frill-, not go 
to the Convention. 

As to JAMES JACKSON, HALL said JACKSON favors the 
idea of a Chairman and Vice Chairmen as the top leadership*. , 
JACKSON has stated, according to HALL, that he is tired 
of Negro affairs and would prefer trade Union work or 
international affairs. HALL described JACKSON as one 
hard to work with because he is a lone wolf and is 
stubborn, 

NY T-24 has advised that BEN DAVIS on September 
21, 1959, discussed with WILLIAM'. Z 9 FOSTER the September 
18 and 19, 1959, meeting of the NEC. DAVIS reported to 
FOSTER that EUGENE DENNIS had declared himself in favor 
of a secretariat. DAVIS noted that he had told the 
meeting that he did not see EUGENE DENNIS as Chairman and 
that he favored GUS HALL for this position. DAVIS reported 
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that JACK STACHEL and IRVING POTASH had spoke highly 
of DENNIS for leadership. DAVIS was mentioned only 
when attacked by JAMES JACKSON. Many of the others 
hacked GUS HALL. DAVIS said that finally the decision 
was arrived at that there should he another full discussion 
prior to \the ,ne&t.,.NEC? meeting* 

NY 3?~2% has repoaJteja. that on September 23, 1959, 
WILLIAM Z. FOSTER stated to GUS HALL that he would like 
to see a three man secretariat made up of EUGENE DENNIS, 
BEN DAVIS and GUS HALL. FOSTER remarked that DENNIS is 
not a leader and DAVIS is all right as "a supporting 
link as long as he does not have any ideas of being 
general ^eoratary". FOSTER also said that DENNIS has 
a poor/in tHe factional fight and if DENNIS is Ise$fe as 
general secretary they would not have a party. FOSTER 
said he does not want to destroy DENNIS, but wants to 
keep him' and use him. He remarked ,$hat_the failure of 
the CP to take any part in the KHRUSHCHEV visit is a 
sign of weakness in the leadership.

At a meeting of the full National Executive 
Committee on July, 22 and 23., 1959, according to NY T-2, 
JACK STACHEL, at the July 22nd session, asserted with reference 
to the draft resolution to be submitted to the Convention, 
that after a lapse of many years, attention is being given 
to problems of Party organization. STACHEL said the Party's 
membership today is small and there have been grave losses in 
the big shops and basic industries, the age level of the Party 
membership is very high, with the losses proportionately 
greatest among the young members. He said the decline of 
Negro membership at a time when there is oppression of the 
Negro has been alarming'. 

NY T« 19 has furnished a copy of a memorandum, 
dated August 4, 1959, from the National Education and Organization 
Departments to all districts. This memorandum has as 
subject matters pre-cdnvention discussion and preparations 
for celebration of the 40th anniversary of the Communist 
Party. 

In connection with the latter topic, it is pointed 
out that some of the districts were undertaking special 
recruiting efforts: during the observation of the anniversary. 
The national organization was recommending that all districts 
undertake such activity in the period from September 1st to 
the time of opening of . the I7th National Convention. It 
was said that recent activities in many areas and relationships 
established as a result^have opened' doors to recruiting new 
members and bringing back others who left the Party. 
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Similar developments were said to be occuring in other 

areas and could_be made the basis- for building and consolidating 

the Party in the "months ahead .

PACTIONAL SITUATION IN THE NEC 



NY T-4 on July 10, 1959* advised that 
PHIL BART had gone- to Chicago that date with instructions 
from EUGENE DENNS to tell CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. that he' 
should start preparing and organizing for the National. . 
Convention of the CP, USA. DENNIS believed that there 
would he a fight at the National Convention and that 
the "opposition" as represented by FOSTER and DAVIS 
is already organizing and preparing for the convention. 



NY T-19 on July 30, 1959, stated that 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT/ two days previously, commented 
on the NEC meeting held, during' the week of July 19* 1959* 
and the National' Committee meeting held, on July 25-26, 
1959. 

LIGHTFOOT said that one of the items 
discussed at the NSC meeting was a letter to the NEC 
from WILLIAM Z. FOSTER in which FOSTER, proposed that 
a Secretariat be elected at the next convention and he' 
indicated his nominees for the Secretariat, LIGHTFOOT 
said that the NEC voteiLunanimously to turn down. FOSTER ' s 
proposals and they would not be presented to the National 
Committee as FOSTER desired. ■ LIGHTFOOT said that at the 
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National Committee meeting, the former followers 
of JOHN GATES did not vote unanimously on .all occasions 
thus indicating a sort of split among the'' Supported of the 
Right-wing viewpoint. 

LIGHTFOOT stated, however, that he feared • 
there would be a fight as long as FOSTER persisted in 
his viewpoint and as long, as DAVIS would not give up his • 
ambitions. At one time during the NEC meeting, DAVIS 
expressed the need for a dynamic leadership and for 
the need of someone in the leadership who would be 
sensitive to the needs of the Negro people. LIGHTPOOT 
said it was pointed out to DAVIS that the Illinois 
district was doing more than the New York district in 
regard to mass work and activities in the Negro field. 

LIGHTPOOT said that he felt that while 
personalities are not supposed to be attacked in the CP, 
a fight will develop around the issue of personalities 
and not on political issues. 

NY T-14 on August 5, 1959, stated that 
GUS HALL on July 30, 1959* stated that he was amazed 
beyond words to assess the damage done to the party 
by the recent factional fight. The very heart of the 
party had been cut and wounded.. It could be said that 
the Right-wing was defeated but the' fact of the matter 
was that a lot of things the Right-wing fought for 
still exist in the Party today. Discipline is non- 
existent and instead of a close-knit unified party it 
is a loose association type which is what the Right- 
wing thought the Party should be. There was no authority 
or law aid order in the Party and a minimum of internal 
unity. However, HALL believed that the Party was over- 
coming the situation. 
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HALL said that on his recent trip to the 
West coast he found the Party situation there better 
than in the East even though many of the leaders on 
the West coast were in the Right-wing. The Party in 
that area stayed together and it is maintaining and 
improving contacts with mass organizations and labor 
and is being, accepted as a normal community organisation. 

NY T-4 on August 21, 1959* stated that on 
August 18, 1959* PHIL BART 5 speaking about the National 
Committee meeting held on July 25-26 , 1959* stated that 
the record of votes taken on motions, to incorporate a letter 
from WILLIAM Z. POSTER into the main political resolution, 
to withdraw a motion made in connection With POSTERS 
letter and to accept the main, line of the main political 
resolution , showed that those who abstained during these 
votes were supporters of the Right-wing viewpoint. 
There were four abstentions on the first motion, one 
on the second motion and three on the third. 

NY T-4 on September 1, 1959* advised that GUS 
HALL that day stated that he had been recently attending 
a riumber of functionaries- 1 meetings in New York and that, 
at one of these meetings s five ex-Party people were present 
who said that they were going to rejoin the Party. HALL 
stated that he was- in favor of taking everyone back into 
the CP. He said that the Party had to understand why these, 
people left and that it should not attack them for leaving 
but should point put that they had their "reasons. These 
reasons were that they were 'confused, disgusted, or maybe 
did not see some things as clearly as others. 
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HALL said that there is a real revival of the 
Party in New Yorkarda certain enthusiasm is developing * 
He mentioned that the forme-- CP Waterfront Club was coming 
back into the Party. This club sent a statement of self 
criticism to the National Office pointing out that it 
had quit tl© Communist Party and joined the ultra -left group; 
however, it found that, it had gone too far astray and 
that the CP organization was the only organization through 
which it could work. 

NY T-4 on September 4, 1959, stated that GUS 
HALL that day said that he had recently had some discussions 
with WILLIAM Z. FOSTER in which he learned that POSTER 
was no longer sponsoring BEN DAVIS 4 FOSTER also considered 
EUGENE' DENNIS as the chief obstacle and the chief enemy 
in the leadership. HALL said he told FOSTER that statements 
of that sort were no way to solve the problems of leader-? • 
ship and that EUGENE DENNIS, with all his faults, has to 
be a part of the top leadership.- 

HALL stated that he later had a discussion with 
BEN DAVIS in which he told DAVIS that FOSTER was no longer 
sponsoring him* HALL said that when he told DAVIS that , 
FOSTER described DAVIS as an opportunist, a demagogue, and 
as being too ambitious, DAVIS was surprised and deeply • 
moved. He cried and: almost collapsed. 

HALL said that in this discussion, DAVIS directed 
his main fire against DENNIS. .He also said that the 
main force in the United -States today is the Negro. HALL 
said that he told DAVIS that he was wrong in this view- 
because he was estimating the situation incorrectly from a 
Marxist-Leninist "point of view. DAVIS 1 concept means a 
minimization of the class struggle since it leaves the 
working class out of consideration. HALL told DAVIS that 
if he pursued that line he would find himself outside the 
leadership altogether. 

HALL reported that it was DAVIS* position that 
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HALL and DAVIS should have the two leading positions in 
the Party and DAVIS said that he would continue to fight 
for one. of these two top positions, 

HALL told DAVIS that if he persisted in making 
DENNIS the main enemy or persisted in his fight for one 
of the top positions in the Party, he would- not get anywhere'. 

It was HALL 1 s opinion that DAVIS would not 
push too far even though he did have opportunistic inclina- 
tions. Now that he knows that FOSTER is no longer fight- 
ing for him as he did previously, he will temper his 
aspirations, 

HALL believed that the next leadership of the 
CP might be a Secretariat or a National Board of five ; 
members. The Chairman and the General Secretary would 
have the most -power and would do collective work, 
HALL said he told DENNIS that if there is no collective 
work in the [leadership, there is a danger that there may 
not be a leadership, 

NY T-19 on September 15, 1959, stated that 
CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT that day said that he .thought GUS HALL, 
was pushing himself too fast in an attempt to become a 
top leader in the CP, USA* HALL> according to LIGHTPOOT, 
was maneuvering in an unprincipled way and that, he, 
LIGHTPOOT, was going to stop 'him* LIGHTPOOT said all the 
dissatisfied elements in the Party are rallying around 
GUS HALL* 

LIGHTPOOT also stated that he would not run- for 
national office unless it was absolutely necessary. He 
said that in any struggle between JAMES JACKSON and BEN 
DAVIS, he would support JACKSON. 

NY T-^4 on September 21, 1959, advised that at 
a meeting of the NEC held on September^ 19, 1959,' the 
future leadership of the CP, USA was 'discussed. After 
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EUGENE DENNIS had made a report on the leadership problem 
in the Party and his ideas about the new forms of leader- 
ship after the convention, GUS HALL- spoke . HALL stated 
.that he has come to the conclusion that there is a crisis 
in the leadership not only nationally but in many districts 
and sections. There is concern in the Party about its 
leadership but he did not believe that this concern was 
basically motivated by factionalism even if there xvere some 
remnants of factionalism in the Party. HALL said that 
this crisis in the leadership relates not only to person- 
alities but to the concept of leadership and that this 
latter phase of the problem is a leftover from the factional 
struggle. HALL believed that there were collections of 
individuals in the leadership but no collective.. What is 
needed, he said, was "a spirit of collective work and the 
discipline to go with it which was not the case at present,. 

After some discussion, JAMES JACKSON 'stated 
that he proposed the following as the national leadership: 
EUGENE DENNIS, Chairman,- GUS HALL, Secretary; JAMES JACKSON, 
Secretary. 

JACKSON criticized BEN DAVIS, stating that he 
deals in generalities and is guilty of demagoguery. 
JACKSON said that DAVIS could not be a leader and that he 
would be. against DAVIS as a national leader in the Party. 

According to the informant, BEN DAVIS then 
spoke . DAVIS said that he agreed with HALL* s comments 
concerning the leadership and that the Party needed a 
leadership' which leads by example and goes to the masses. 
It- was DAVIS 1 opinion that there were elements of revisionism 
and conciliation in the leadership. He also said that 
the Party does not emphasize the right danger, 

DAVIS .proposed the following as national leaders: 
GUS HALL, General Secretary; BEN DAVIS, Chairman. DAVIS 
stated that EUGENE DENNIS was a useful comrade and should 
be a part of the team; however, he is not a dynamic leader.

I. OP, USA AND KHRUSHCHEV VISIT 

'•' After the announcement was made in the 

press that President EISENHOWER and Premier KHRUSHCHEV 
had agreed to exchange visits, NY T-4 advised on August 7, 
1959, • that ARNOLD JOHNSON, in a letter dated August 4, 1959, 
addressed to all districts, stated that this exchange of 
visits came- as welcome news to millions of American people. 
He requested those receiving his letter to ascertain what 
expressions on this matter were taking place, in labor 
ranks and all other sections of the population,- particularly 
among the Negro people. ' He stated that every .peace - 
organization would be discussing these visits and that the 
Party could make its contribution to \ those discussions. 

NY T-4 on August 7, 1959; stated that ARNOLD 
JOHNSON, the previous day, said that he was- travelling to 
Chicago, Los Angeles, and San Francisco on the instructions 
of PHIL BART to gather material about everything and anything 
concerning the cities in the United States which KHRUSHCHEV 
was to visit. This material. * ' was to include population 
statra • and groups in the various cities, facts concerning 
the slum areas, facts on housing developments, unemployment, 
juvenile delinquency problems and the like. This information, 
JOHNSON indicated, was to be turned over to someone 
connected with the Russian Embassy and would be used to 
brief KHRUSHCHEV. 

On August 14, 1959* NY T-6 advised that JOHNSON 
returned from his trip to Chicago and the West Coast and 
said that he had brought back 35 pounds of statistical and 
other information concerning those places .KHRUSHCHEV was 
to visit. He turned this material over to the Soviets/ 
together with a summary of it which he had prepared. 
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JOHNSON said that he considered the Soviet, 
request for this material unusual,, but he believed 
that, they wanted upr*to~date information regarding those 
cities. 

In connection with the material which JOHNSON 
obtained for the KHRUSHCHEV visit, NY T-19 advised on 
August 21, 1959/ that PHIL BART had stated on August 16, 
1959^ that the Russians made the request for this 
information to the National Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship in New York City, This request was relayed 
to BART who gave the assignment to JOHNSON* 

NY T-19 on September 21, 1959/ advised that 
EUGENE DENNIS gave an analysis of KHRUSHCHEV'S tfip' 
to the United States, at a meeting of the NEC held on 
September 18, 1959. DENNIS said that the trip was an 
historic event of the greatest importance and that it 
has already made an impact on the people in the United 
.States particularly in regard to peace and peaceful 
coexistence . The exchange of visits between the heads of 
the two countries was the most , important event since 
World War II . I*, reflected a thaw in the cold war and 
would undoubtedly lessen international, tensions. 

DENNIS said that this exchange of visits 
demonstrated the bankruptcy of the " containment ,r or 
"liberation' 1 foreign, policy of the United States. He 
said it. was* too early to predict the immediate outcome 
of the visits, but he believed that tft^may open the way 
for disarmament, eliminate the obstacles in negotiations 
to halt nuclear tests and may improve trade relations 
between the United States, and the USSR. 

DENNIS said that the exchange of visits came 
about, because of a .hew relation of forces in^ the world* 
He saw the growing strength of the Socialist world, the peacf 
initiatives of the USSR, its proposals on the Berlin 
question. and the preceding visits by other Soviet 
leaders .as having contributed to this exchange. 

DENNIS said that the CP, USA,, as a result of 
these visits, should do the following: 
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1) Create a fresh approach and action on all 
levels to organize a grass roots expression of public 
approval of KHRUSHCHEV'S visit, coupled with the goal of 
resolving all differences at a summit meeting. 

2. ) Opportunities for such work by the . CP, USA. 
are many since a poll has indicated 89fo of the people- favor - 
these visits t . 

3. ) The CP, USA should seize upon the issues 
of world peace and improvement of USSR-USA relations as 

the issuo3 having unprecedented opportunities in the elections 
of I960. 

4. ) Work to- initiate tourism or an exchange 
of trace union delegations between the USA and the Soviet 
Union. 

5. ) The CP, USA should publicize its historic „ 
contribution towards USA-USSR friendship and demonstrate 
that' even at the height of McCarthyism the CP, USA was in 
favor of peace and friendship between the two countries 

"The Worker" of October 4, 1959* page 2, column .1, 
in an article entitled, "CP Hails Aid to- Peace as Fruit 
of Ike-K Talks", carried a statement of theNEC, CP,USA, 
concerning the KHRUSHCHEV visit. 

Briefly, the statement stated that the visit 
of KHRUSHCHEV has" served to- strengthen the friendship of 
the American and Soviet peoples and the exchange cf views 
at Camp David helped to ease international tensions. The 
visit had underscored the urgency' of universal and complete 
disarmament, and KHRUSHCHEV'S proposal to the UN has given 
millions of Americana/better understanding of the peaceful 
foreign policy of the Soviet Union. 

The communique issued by EISENHOWER and KHRUSHCHEV 
was significant in that an agreement was reached to explore 
a way for/peaceful solution of the West Berlin question, 
and it was also encouraging that the US-USSR were to ■ confer 
further on the promotion of east-west trade. 
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The statement continued that it spoke well 
for the future that, governmentstes© agreed that all 
outstanding international questions should be settled 
by peaceful negotiations. It claimed the American 
people were hopeful tha±u.specific actions would be 
undertaken to implement /nitial agreements. However, 
the statement pointed out* the American people 
realize" that there are powerful and sinister circles 
wiihtn the United States,withih the administration, State 
Department and the Pentagon who still cling to monopoly's 
bankrupt "position of strength" policy. The statement 
said that the American people fervently desira^ peaceful 
alternative to prospects of a continuance of/ nuclear 
arms race and it concluded by stating that the CP, USA 
pledges all its energies and resources to achieving this. 



II. INTERNATIONAL ASPECTS OP THE DRAFT 
" 'POLITICAL RESOLUTION 

The September, 1959* issue of "Political Affairs" 
page 24, contains the 'Draft political Resolution" of 
the CP, USA, which is to be used for pre-cnnvention 
discussion. 

One section of this resolution is entitled,. 
"American Foreign Policy: the Need of a Policy for Peace.' 

In this section the -Party treated that the main- 
tenance of peace has become the primary issue of our time 
and, though there are diverse views among the American 
people on how peace may be achieved, the overwhelming 
majority is one in their desire for peace „ However, the 
foreign policy of the administration and the trusts is 
determined by greedy vested interests. Theirs is 
an imperialist policy aimed at world domination. The 
statement said that the threat of "Soviet aggression" is 
nonexistent for there was no one in the Soviet Union who 
profit from war preparations or aggressions. It pointed 
to the fact that United States has become more isolated 
within the family of nations and that Socialism has 
emerged as an invincible • world system. However, it ' said, the 
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imperialists were determined to continue their policy 
of atomic threats and "brinkmanship" an ^haJ if not 
combatted and checked, these Policies could lead to 
a world holocaust. The security and survival of the .

in an article entitled' "OP Calls For 'Hands Off Cuba' 
bv benjamin J DAVIS, stated, that the CP expressed 
Ss^^Lt^SSSkty with its Latin.American fellow 
citizens in New York^ in their resentmenc against the 
crudf attempts of American imperialism to. overthrow 
Cuba's national revolution and independence. The 
article stated that American imperialism had changed its 
tactics, but not. its aims and goal . which was the 
continued ruthless domination of Cuba, Puerto Rico and 
all other Latin and Central -American coun cries. 

The article continued that, the labeling 
of every action taken by liberation movements in 
colonial and semi-colonial countries as "Communist 
by the American imperialists has, already backfired, and 
it stated that this was the moment for labor and the 
American people to give the utmost support to. the 
Cuban revolution and demand: Hands Off cupa. 

The article called upon every trade union local 
to send resolutions of solidarity to the Cuban , labor 
movement and to protest to the EISENHOWER administration 
demanding no intervention in Cuba.

NY T-l on July 30, 1959, advised that by letter 
dated July 7, .1959, the LPP informed the CP, USA that it 
would hold its 7th National Convention from October 9-12, 
1959, in Toronto. Among the items to be considered at 
the convention was a proposal to change the name of the 
Party to the Communist Party of Canada. The letter extended 
an invitation to the CP, USA to send a delegation to the 
convention and, if this was not possible, to send a 
written message of greetings. 
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Y. CP j USA AND CHINA 

NY T-4 on August 21, ' 1959* stated that ARNOLD 
JOHNSON on August 18, 1959> had said that MAUD: RUSSELL 
had just returned to the United States from China. 
She brought back a' message from the CP of China that it 
would like to have all old issues of "Political Affairs 1 ' 
and ether CP,, USA publications going back to the beginning 
of the CP, USA. 

RUSSELL, according to JOHNSON, also brought back 
a message that the- CP of China wants an American writer 
to work on the "Peking Review" for at least two years. 
The CP of 'China had heard that SUE WARREN was a likely 
candidate for this position, and that it had no 
objections to her accepting the position.

All expenses of the delegates would have to be paid from 
the United States to Moscow, and it would also be 
necessary to send information in advance concerning 
the number in each delegation, the names and backgrounds 
of those in the delegations and the proposed dates for 
the trips.. 

POTASH said he would see some individuals in 
the International ' Ladies Garment Workers Union in regard 
to forming an unofficial trade union delegation. 
He expressed the hope that it might be possible to have 
such a delegation in Moscow during early November for 
the annual celebration of. the revolution. 

It was brought out during the discussion 
that a group of CP members from Chicago had left for a 
trip to Poland without receiving permission from the CP 
of Illinois ..... It was agreed that the CPSU would be 
told that the CPUSA does not assume responsibility 
for this group in its travels. 

It was also revealed that a Ukrainian delegation 
was leaving the United States for the Soviet Union ' 
sometime in September, 1959 • -50^ 
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A member of this delegation was to be WALTER 
RlBACKof the editorial staff of a Ukrainian-language news- 
paper. . EL BACK wa s the only member of this delegation who 
would 'carry a credential from the CP, USA. 

IX. USSR TO HAVE LEGAL REPRESENTATIVE IN USA 



NY T-6 on August 2k, 1959, reported that 
MARY KAUFMAN, that date, stated that she had recently 
returned from a visit to the Soviet Union where she 
had had a series of talks with various Soviet officials 
regarding past and present legal problems of the CP, • 
USA. 

In her talks, she had stressed -,he necessity 
that the CP, USA be enabled to carry on the* legal 
defense of the party with as little financial burden 
on the CP, USA as possible. 

KAUFMAN said that the Soviet officials 
listened to her recommendations and then requested 
that she place her proposals in a memo to be presented 
to the CP, SU. She prepared this memo and, among 
other proposals, suggested that the Soviets furnish 
her with legal work in the USA so that she could then 
be given a retainer, and in this way, the CP, USA 
could avoid the financial burden of a legal defense. 

KAUFMAN said that she conducted a series 
of lectures on United States law before Soviet legal 
experts. She spoke in particular about the Mc Carran 
Act and its application to the present peii^d including 
recent decisions regarding the registration clause. 

KAUFMAN said that the Soviet legal experts 
were extremely interested and were gratified to be 
brought up to date regarding current United States 
legal rulings. 

Following a short vacation and her return 
to Moscow, KAUFMAN said that she was told that the 
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Central Committee of the CP, SU had approved her proposal 
regarding financial assistance in connection with the 
legal defense of the CP, s USA, but had made the additional 
proposal that JOHN ABT be included in any legal office 
that might be established. The Soviets told her that 
she would be contacted further on this proposal by 
someone on her return to the United States. 

X. CP, USA REPRESENTATIVES AT BULGARIAN UN RECEPTION 

^ , „ NY T-24 on September 11, 1959, advised 

that ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN and BENJAMIN DAVIS had 
attended a reception of the Bulgarian UN representatives 
on the occasion of their anniversary. 

PLYNN said that many representatives of 
the Socialist countries were there, and had inquired 
about WILLIAM Z. POSTER and had sent their greetings. 

XI. MISCELLANEOUS EXCHANGES BETWEEN CP, USA AND FOREIGN CPs

National Committee of the CP, USA, over the signature 
of EUGENE DEN$% had sent a letter dated July 10, 1959, 
to the CP of Indonesia thanking the latter for its 
invitation to send a fraternal delegate to the Sixth 
National Congress of the CP of Indonesia. 

The CP, USA said that it would be happy 
to do so, but a reactionary government in the United 
States made such attendance a difficult if not impossible 
task.

greetings to the Sixth National Congress of the CP 
of Indonesia. 

NY T-19 on July 30, 1959, advised that 
CP of China had sent a pamphlet entitled "Report oh - 
the Work of the .Government" to the CP, USA.

NY T-4 oh August 21, 1959, stated that 
in a discussion between PHIL BART and IRVING POTASH on 
August 16, 1959, it was mentioned that TIM BUCK, 
head of the CP of Canada, would send a taped speech 
to the CP, USA for use at the celebration of the 40th 
Anniversary of the. CP, USA. 

It was- also stated that an attempt would 
be made to have JUAN mRINELLO, President of the Cuban 
CP,, tape a speech for use also at this celebration. 

NY T-l on September 9, 1959, advised that 
the CP, USA received a letter dated August 20, 1959* 
from the CP of Japan extending greetings on the 40th 
Anniversary of the CP, USA. 

NY T-l on September 9, 1959, advised that 
the CP, USA received a cable dated September 1, 1959* 
from- the CP of Germany, congratulating the CP, USA on 
its 40th Anniversary.

According to -NY T-19, discussion was held at this 
session concerning the Main Political Resolution for the 17th 
National Convention of the CP, USA* 

NY T-19 further advised that GUS HALL stated at < 
this meeting that the CP should keep constantly changing 
■the Main Political Resolution, and check to see that" it con- 
forms to actuality. HALL further stated that the CP should ■ 
restudy the effects of the 1935 7th World Congress of the 
Communist International, the theme of which was the united 
front, and its effect on the Communist movement, HALL 
continued that without such a mass approach, mass parties 
could not have grown in influence and numbers, HALL stated, 
we cannot talk of the vanguard role of the CP, unless "we" 
fight for the leadership of mass work, "We" cannot under- 
stand- the leading role of the working class unless "we" 
understand the tactic of the united front. 

HALL continued by stating, they are sometimes too 
rigid in their formulations, and this applies even to their 
concept of the democratic front* Life does not fully correspond 
to some of their rigid concepts* Terms have meaning In the 
CP - terms such as a democratic front in an electoral concept. 
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"We" must see It as it is, and not as a unified organizational 
form.- 

According to NY T-19, HALL stated that there is 
a new era in the world with which the position^ of the United 
States must he related, and that ia?the. new relation of forces 
in the world. The visit of NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV to the United 
States is a reflection of this new relationship, as it is an 
era of challenge by the Socialist world. 

In his speech concerning the Political Resolution, 
HALL commented that there is a peace movement in the. United 
States, artd the majority of the people are movtog in tte same 
direction, in a confluence against monopoly. HALL st <^a tnjtf 
nevertheless he could not accept the use of the term dem©cr$.4<W 
front", and preferred use of the terms, "unity of the majority 
or "people's majority" to express this concept. 

In conclusion, HALL said that most O^munist Parties 
have renewed or refreshed their approach to the 'united front, 
as concepts change with times and new conditions.

Much more must be done by lab©r and 
all others to get an effective civil rights bill, a bill with, 
teeth in it. "Stated Rights" bills must be defeated. 

NY T-21 on August 12, 1959, advised of a document 
in. possession of HYMN LTJMER concerning CP activity ffcr'-'th©.- 
period February, 1957 to August l, 1959. 

This document states, in part, as follows: 

"In the sphere of legislative activity, ; the Party 
issued national legislative programs in 1958 and 1959, ■ 
totalling nearly 60*600 copies. However, with. few exceptions, 
mass activity on legislative*, questions has remained at a low 
ebb." 

NY T-19 . advised' on September 21, 1959i that at 
a session of a meeting of the National Executive.

I, AMNESTY, CAMPAIGN PGR HENRY WINSTON AND GIL GREEN . 

NY T-33 on July 24, 1959, stated that ARNOLD 
JOHNSON on July 16, 1959, sent a letter addressed to all 
National Committee members and to all districts in which 
he enclosed a copy of the Executive Clemency petition for GIL 
GREEN. He stated that it needed immediate attention in 
the drive to' get signatures just -as had been done in the 
petition for HENRY WINSTON previously sent to all districts, 

NY T-4. on July 31, 1959, reported that ARNOLD 
JOHNSON, in a letter dated July 30, 1959, addressed to 
all National Committee members and all districts, stated 
that an impressive list of signatures had been obtained 
for the petitions of WINSTON and GREEN* however, this was 
mainly due to the work of the Chicago Group. He said that 
since he believed that more signatures could be obtained, 
he was delaying filing these petitions until August 5th. 

NY T-34 on August 11, 1959, stated that at a 
meeting of CP, USA functionaries held that day, ' ELIZABETH 
GURLEY' FLYNN gave ..a report on the WINSTON-GREEN petition 
campaign. She said that if the members in Chicago had not 
done a real good j*ob in obtaining signatures., the Party 
would have, been "sunk" in the campaign. She said that the 
lack of interest and activities on the part of Negro 
comrades was responsible for the sorry showing New York 
had made . She singled out BEN DAVIS and JAMES JACKSON for . 
particular criticism in this regard since they had offered 
their help in the campaign but never did a single thing. 

NY T-35 on August 17, 1959, stated that FLYNN 
that day said that the campaign for signatures on the WINSTON- 
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GREEN petitions was still being carried on. She noted, 
however, that the Party was' emphasizing a campaign for 
amnesty rather than one for parole. She indicated that 
this change in emphasis was due to HENRY WINSTON* s desires 
in the matter. 

NY T-2 on September 9, 1959* stated that ELIZA-r 
BETH GURIEY FLYNN gave a report on the campaign at a 
meeting of the resident NEC held that date. She said that 
they had declared the campaign to be an emergency situation 
in order to get iWoff the ground" in both Harlem and ■ 
New York. She stated that it was her opinion that direction 
for the campaign should not come from a national level but 
rather that the New' York State CP should get something 
started on it* She said the Christmas amnesty campaign 
needed a special appeal and had to be started immediately 
if it was to be a success. 

NY T-35 on September 14, 1959, stated that FLYNN 
and ARNOLD JOHNSON discussed the amnesty campaign that day. 
They mentioned the fact that a parole hearing was scheduled 
for October '6, 1959* and they agreed on the advisability of 
holding off on a press release concerning the petitions 
filed for amnesty due to all the current publicity being 
given to KHRUSHCHEV on his visit to the United States. 
JOHNSON advised that it would be necessary to furnish the 
names of the people going to .the parole hearing by September 
29, 1959, for approval, but he said that he was afraid that 
they would not have enough people to attend. 

NY T-36 on September 15, 1959, stated that SI 
GERSON and ARNOLD JOHNSON discussed when the story about 
the signatures on the amnesty petitions should be broken. 
They agreed that the press release would be made following, 
the receipt of 'the petitions, in Washington, D.C. GERSON 
explained that the press release is going to come from 
Mrs. GILBERT GREEN and Mrs. HENRY WINSTON and that post 
office boxes would be the only return addresses used. 
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"The Worker" of September 27, 1959* page 5> 
column 3, in an .article entitled,, "100 Notables Urge 
Ike Free Winston, Green", reported that more than 100 
noted Americans had Joined in a plea to the President to 
free the two Communist political prisoners, according to 
an announcement mads by the prisoners? wives. The article 
contained a history of the cases ' of WINSTON and GREEN 
and concluded by listing the petition signers, 

II, INTERNATIONAL ASPECTS OF AMNESTY CAMPAIGN 

NY T-l on July 30, 1959, advised that HERBERT 
APTHEKER, in a letter to DENNIS dated July 17, 1959, advised 
that APTHEKER had seen several people in' France- including 
JACQUES DUCLOS (Secretary of the CP of France), con- 
cerning the question of support by the CP of France in 
t/he fight against the membership indictments in the United 
States of America aand Srthe amnesty campaign of WINSTON and 
.GREEN, APTHEKER reported that interest was expressed by 
those he saw and he requested DENNIS to forward more 
information concerning the cases to the CP of France.

NY T-19 on September 17, 1959, stated that 
MARY KAUFMAN had' advised several days previously that> 
while on a trip through the Soviet Union and the satellite 
countries, she, oh instructions of EUGENE. DENNIS, had 
raised the question of the legal status of the CP, USA 
with representatives of the CPSU for the purpose of ex- 
posing internationally, the fakery of the civil liberties 
boasts of the United States Government and to point out 
that while the United States talks about a free world', the, 
CP, USA is denied legal rights- in the United States. She 
said that those she talked to were interested in her 
proposals for an international campaign for the defense 
of civil rights and civil liberties, of the CP, USA, and 
she was told to go ahead with her plans Ibo contact other 
CPs in this regard. 

In this connection, KAUFMAN stated that she saw 
representatives of the Communist Parties of France, Italy,. 
Czechoslovakia, and Great Britain, and that all agreed 
that there should be an international campaign for the 
legal rights of the CP, USA. She stated that this would 
be taken up at a conference to deal with legal problems 
which was scheduled to be held in Rome in October, 1959* 
There was a difference of Opinion among those to whom 
she talked as to whether the CP, USA should have a rer- 
presentative at this conference and, if one were sent, 
whether he should be there openly or anonymously. She 
stated that JOHN GOLLAN, General Secretary of the CP of 
Great Britain, believed that a representative of the CP, 
USA should appear at this conference and should make a 
speech in order that the CP, USA would get world-wide 
publicity in regard to this campaign for its legal rights. 
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NY T-4 on September 2.0, 1959, advised that he 
learned that date that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN was pre- 
paring a document dealing with the persecution of the 
Communist Party in the United States and its legal 
defense. This document would serve as the basis of an 
international campaign in defense of the legal rights, 
of the ; CP, USA.

Steel 

On July 15, 1959/ NY T*-13 advised that on that 
date there was ah informal discussion at Communist Party 
headquarters, New York City, to consider the steel strike in-, 
the United States . 

The informant said IRVING POTASH spoke on the role 
of the government in the strike. In addition, he spoke on 
the role of the Communist Party, emphasizing that its purpose 
was "To develop the expression of the people . He said the _ 
Party's role should be to expose the attack on the trade union 
movement by the government and by the steel companies. 

In considering the part which should be played by 
"The Worker % POTASH said interviews should be conducted with 
the strikers' and with the working people and be reported in 
"The Worker" . 

On July 29, 1959, NY T-14 advised that a. Communist 
Party conference was held on July 24>-. 1959, at Communist 
Party headquarters, New York City, on the steel strike. 

NY T-l4 said a number of speeches were made on 
what was presumed to be the situation existing in the steel 
industry. Following the. speeches it was agreed that the 
strike in the steel industry is one in which all labor has 
an interest and that it is the responsibility of the Party 
to mobilize and arouse the greatest degree of support for 
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winning of the steel strike from other sections of the labor 
movement- and from the community as a whole . It was agreed 
that the EISENHOWER administration is acting deliberately, in 
support fcf the steel corporations by refusing to invoke the 
Taft Hartley Act for the reason that the steel corporations 
desire a long strike in order to bleed the union. 

The informant said it was decided at the conference 
that the Party would strive to mobilize its own ranks for the 
purpose of arousing larger sections of the labor and 
progressive, movement to intervene directly in the struggle of. 
the steel union. This could, be done through the use of 
resolutions, statements, declarations, financial support, and 
similar measures. The Party will strive to influence the 
course of developments in steel situations by a widespread 
utilization of "The Worker", and also by the use of a four- 
page flyer addressed to the entire labor movement. It was 
also decided' that the Party will issue a leaflet for national 
distribution on the .subject of the shorter work day, 
automation, and similar issues which they. believe to be 
associated with the steel strike and steei situation. 

' In August, '1959, NY T-15 advised/^ffe National Steel 
Commission, Communist Party, -United States of America, held 
a meeting on August 15, 1959, in. Elyria, Ohio. The 
informant said the meeting consisted of reports on the steel 
strike insofar as it had affected the areas from which the 
commission members had come^ ANTON KRCHMAREK, Chairman of the 
•National Steel Commission was -in attendance, the informant 
reported. 

, The informant said the following points were 
raised during the meeting and considered, significant by the 
National ' Steel Commission: 

1. I«ack of unity of the trade union movement in 
general during the steel strike and United Steel Workers of 
America, (USWA), particularly; 
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2i Communist Party not mobilized in relation to 
the steel strike; 

3. USWA leaders failed to consider attitude of steel 
workers toward "open gate" policy, (Permitting supervisory 
personnel fco enter steel mills during strike); 

4. Need for rank and file movement among steel 
workers to publicize issues and progress of steel strike; 

5. Relief for needy strike workers and local 
government approach to problem; 

6'. National Steel Commission estimate of steel situation 
has been accurate to date and predicts settlement by October 
15,- 1959; 

7. USWA will lose the steel, strike; 

8. National Steel Cdmmission/o^^n&nist Party 
for failure to distribute literature on issues of the steel 
strike and speed-up. 

The informant said the following motions were 
accepted to be acted upon by the Commission: 

1. National Steel Commission will inquire and seek 
to have a pamphlet issued by the Communist Party on' speed-ups; 

2. Party literature regarding strike issues be 
distributed on local basis; 

3. Report on August 15 3 1959, National Steel 
Commission meeting made available to •.all Communist Party 
districts;. 

4. The Communist Party seek to establish a permanent 
district organizes for the Pittsburgh area; 
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5-. The Party publish letters from- steel workers in 
"The Worker"^ 

6. National Steel Commission to rebonvene September 
9, 195% at Eiyria, Ohio. 

Auto 

NY T~l6 advised on September 14, 195% that a 
meeting of the National Auto Commission of the Communist Party 
was held on September 12-13 * 1959 , at Cleveland , Ohio., the 
informant said the agenda consisted of discussions of 
delegates to the United Auto Workers (UAW) National Convention 
and of the leaflets to be issued, by the National fiuto 
Commission . 

During the second day*s session the informant said 
it was reported that Detroit Party members in the auto 
industry had written three draft proposals which they felt 
should be considered In preparing leaflets to be. distributed 
by the National Auto Commission. However, National Auto 
Commission delegates were of the opinion they did not want 
to take the time to get the National Committee of the 
Communist Party l s approval to the draft, therefore decided 
the drafts would be signed "Communist Party of the Midwest 

In conclusion, the informant said the next National 
Auto, Commission meeting would be held soon after January 1, i960 

Communist Party Pamphlet 

On August 21, 1959. NY T-4 furnished a four-page 
pamphlet with the caption W 3Q Hours work - 40 Hours Pay — 
Why the Shorter Work Week-" The pamphlet reflects that it 
was issued by the Communist Party, United States of America. 

The pamphlet begins with an analysis of the 
u^mplojmieht situation presently existing in the. United States 
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of America, emphasizing that nearly five million remain on 
the unemployment rolls. In an effort to give a reason for 
this situation , the pamphlet says it is a result of 
automation and other' technological advances.. 

The pamphlet reviews labor's demands for a shorter 
work day> dating back as far as tjhe Revolutionary War and 
continuing, to the present time. §En this connection the 
pamphlet says a crusade for the six-^hour day and a thirty- 
hour week has become labor 1 s most pressing demand. 

The pamphlet continues, "as a result of obtaining 
a 30-hour week more jobs would be created and unemployment 
would decrease.' 1 • 

Continuing, the pamphlet points out that where 
the Socialist system exists there is ho unemployment 
because the 'people own the mines, mills and factories. The 
pamphlet emphasises that the movement for a shorter work 
week involves a two-front struggle. 

One is the fight for federal legislation to 
reduce the standard work week from fdrty to thirty ~.f iye < or thirty 
hours'/ The other is the fight in-'contract negotiations to - 
reduce hours with a sufficient wage increase 1- £0 prevent 'any 
dr§p in t ake -home "pay > 

The pamphlet said the important thing is putting 
up a fight. The pamphlet pointed but that putting up a 
fight calls for .the following,:, 

A. ' Getting every union, every union local and 
every central body on record for thirty-hour week with forty 
hours pay. 

B. Rank and file pressure to include the .shorter 
work week in contract demands. 




C. A mass campaign-, with pressure on all senators 
and congressmen, for the passage of the MC NAMARA bill for 
a thirty-five-hour week. 
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.Vi Campaigns for state legislation to reduce the 
work week, especially for the many workers not now covered 
by federal laws. 

C. Militant action to limit the hours of work 
per day in every way possible. 

P. A sharpened fight vs. speed-up, with increased 
participation of the rank and file in defense of working 
conditions.

Draft , Outline of Negro Resolution- 

New York T-l on July 8, 1.959, furnished 
a mimeographed document prepared at the National Office 
of the 'CP,. USA, entitled, "Draft of Pre -Convention 
Resolution on the Negro Question in the United States . 

This document reflects that the capitalistic 
society is the chief oppressor of the Negro people. 
The document ' reveals that throughout its history the 
Communist Party has been a proud participant in the 
struggles for freedom .of the Negro people and sets 
forth." the benefits Negroes can enjoy within the Communist 
Party. 

The document sets forth the basic prerequisites 
necessary to obtain full freedom for the Negro and calls 
for an ideological, educational and demonstrative crusade 
against all concepts, customs and practices of anti-r 
Negro racism. 

New- York T-2 reported on July 23, 1959,. that, 
on that date, an enlarged meeting of the. National . 
Executive Committee, CP, USA was held.. 

During a discussion of the Negro question, 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT mentioned three things that should be 
incorporated in the Negro resolution. One, the 
strength of world socialism and the colonial liberation 
movement has forced recognition of the Negro question 
as- the number one domestic question^ two, the role of the 
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CP, USA and its contribution to the current world sit- 
uation has been weak; three , there must be a basic 
political realignment of Negro people within the frame- 
work of socialism. LIGHTPOOT commented the document 
should give "strategic direction" to the Negro move- 
ment as to how it can achieve its goal. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS stated the resolution 
does not evaluate fully the situation. He said the 
Party should place before the "united working class" 
a firm position on the struggle for Negro freedom. 
DAVIS remarked there are three fundamental questions that 
should be reflected in the resolution: one, the fact 
that the Negro people's movement is trying to "teach 
democratic channels"; two,. Party policy on the question 
of self-determination should be stronger; third, the 
Party must show the document is a fighting instrument. 

New York T-3 reported on July 25, 26, 1959, 
a meeting of the National Committee, CP. USA, had been 
held on those dates, at Adelphi Hall, 74 Fifth Avenue, 
New York City. 

It was announced at the July 25, 1959 session 
of this meeting that the following day's session, July 
26, 1959* would be concerned with the Negro question and 
the draft constitution, of the CP, USA. 

CLAUDS LIGHTPOOT, on July 26, 1959, opened 
the discussion relative to the Negro resolution and 
said the National Executive Committee had been handicapped 
in its discussion of the resolution due to the unavail- 
ability of JAMES JACKSON. LIGHTPOOT said the NEC had, 
however, made very substantial recommendations for changes 
in the present draft. 

According to LIGHTPOOT, the NEC brought forth 
the following points: 
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1/ That the resolution should contain an 
analysis of the Negro Liberation Movement today, as 
well as the current struggle. 

2. The section on £elf -determination is too 
brief and needs further elaboration. 

3. The resolution should deal more fully with 
the relationship of the Negro movement with the -struggle 
of the working class, and let develop further the concept 
of the Negro-rLabor Alliance with new. features emerging 

in this alliance between the Negro people and the labor 
movement. LIGHTFOOT stated it had been pointed out by 
the NEC, that, the Party, in this resolution, should not only 
just speak to the Negro liberation movement, but should 
speak also to the labor movement in terms of its res- 
ponsibilities, and further enhancing the Negro-Labor 
Alliance . 

4. The section on the Communist Party should 
be strengthened by a listing of the contributions of the 
Party tox^ard Negro freedom. 

LIGHTFOOT indicated the resolution needs to 
deal more fully with the land question. LIGHTFOOT 
stated there should be a full discussion of the ' relation- 
ship of the Negro freedom movement to the new political 
realignments which are developing in the United States. 

LIGHTFOOT proposed the resolution be adopted 
in a general form and be presented to the Party as a 
basis for discussion. 

Several other speakers indicated agreement 
with the basic line of the resolution and commented 
on minor changes they would desire to have inserted 
in the resolution. 

JAMBS E. JACKSON Desires to Leave Negro Work CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT Mentioned as Possible' Successor 

• New York T-4 reported on September 4, 1959* 
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he had determined that JAMES E. JACKSON desires to cease 
his activities as Secretary of Negro and Southern Affairs 
for the CP, USA, and to become a Secretary or Vice- 
Chairman of the Party. JACKSON also desires to do inter- 
national or trade union work for the CP. 

According to New York T-4, he had determined 
that should JACKSON step down from his position, CLAUDE 
LLGHTFOOT has proposed that he, LIGHTFOOT, he given 
JACKSON'S assignment in Negro work. In this regard, 
LIGHTFOOT would move to New York and become head of the 
Negro Department. 

Conferences on West Coast Relative to Negro Matters 
in California " \ ■ ........ 

New York T-5 reported on September 8, 1959 * 
a series of Communist Party informal conferences and' 
interviextfs regarding Negro matters in California would 
commence on .September 9, 1959* in San Francisco. 

PETTIS PERRY, a member of the National 
Committee, CP, USA and Chairman of the CP Negro Affairs 
Commission for 11 Western States, will actively parti- 
cipate in these conferences and interviews together 
with MICKIE LIMA of San Francisco* also a member of the 
National Committee, CP, USA. 

The conferences and interviews will take up 
the following matters s 

1) An interview with HARRY BRIDGES, Head 
of the International Longshoremen's and Warehousemen's 
Union, tentatively set for September 9, 1959* or 
September 10, 1959=> concerning- the employment by the 
ILWU of members of the Negro race who were formerly 
employed by the now defunct National Union of Marine 
Cooks and Stewards i PERRY has remarked that ah. 
agreement was reached between the CP and HARRY' BRIDGES 
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about 1953 when the NUMCS faced extinction to the effect 
that the. Negroes in the NUMCS would be taken into the 
ILWU. This agreement, according to PERRY, has. not been 
fulfilled. 

2) A conference among CP members concerning 
certain resolutions which the CP desires to introduce 

at the' Baptist Convention (Negro) to be held in San 
P-rancisco in the near future. 

3) An interview with H. FRANKLIN WILLIAMS, 
San Francisco attorney and West Coast Director of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People. , PERRY has remarked that during the recent 
national convention of the NAACP the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) constituted a real threat. PERRY has 
urged a stronger participation of the CP in matters of 
the NAACP so- that the SWP' will not gain control or a 
position of influence^ 

4) A conference among CP members concerning 
an All Negro Labor Council proposed by A. PHILLIP RANDOLPH-, 
Head of the Sleeping Car Porters Union. PERRY. has empha- 
sized that the CP must participate in this proposed 

All Negro Labor Council. 

Proposed Open Letter to NAACP 

New York/T-2 reported on June 23, 1959* a 
meeting of the resident National Executive Committee, 
CP, USA was held on that date at the national office 
of the CP, USA in New York. 

HUNTER PITTS 0'DELL delivered a report con- 
cerning the forthcoming convention of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP). O'DELL cited the difficulties the NAACP 
was having in gaining official recognition in the Southern 
states. He pointed out that the NAACP convention will take 
place at a' time when they are fighting against a reactionary 
offensive on the Negro people. O'DELL stated competition 
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between mass action of the Negroes and the policy of non- 
violence .advocated by the NAACP reflects itself in leaders- 
ship problems , policy and general structure of the NAACP. 

O'DELL read a proposed open letter to the NAACP 
which paid, tribute to that organization. Part one of 
the letter is to deal with the NAACP contributions to the 
Negro movement; part two is to deal with civil rights 
and civil liberties as being the center of the Negro 
rights movement; and, part three is to deal with the 
Negro's economic conditions. O'DELL felt that there 
should be included in this letter, a section on the need 
for greater unity of all the population, "based on a stan- 
dard of dedication to fight segregation" . He said the 
letter will be sent to the Negro press and leading Negro 
leaders. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS stated the role of the CP 
in the next period is to become the champion of the whole 
Negro liberation movement. He said the party has a double 
role, one, to fight for the unity of the Negro people, 
and two, mobilize the labor movement. DAVIS remarked 
that "inside the NAACP I think there is the possibility 
of getting the NAACP to take a more progressive stand". 
He stated that large sections of the Negro people do not 
consider the NAACP adequate or sufficient to meet the 
present situation. DAVIS indicated he felt that "left 
currents" within the NAACP should be strengthened and then 
developed at the NAACP convention. 

New York T-4 on July 6, 1959, made available 
a two page mimeographed letter captioned, "Open Letter 
to the 'Golden Jubilee! Convention of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People" . 

New York Tt-4 reported, on July 10, 1959, this 
item had been received through the mailing channels 
of ■ the national office of the CP, USA and that the 
CP, USA was attempting to obtain signatures to be added 
to this open letter. 
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This letter pays tribute to the NAACP for its 
contributions during the past half .-century 11 in the cause of 
freedom and democracy in our country" . 

The letter continues that although "white supre- 
macy" views have declined, well organized "white suprer- 
macy" forces have launched ah offensive "to turn back 
the clock of progress". As a result, legislative attacks 
which began in various state legislatures in the South have 
now reached the US Congress, accompanied by a wave of 
mob violence in the South. The letter states, in part, 
"The very life of the civil rights movement in our country, 
of -which the NAACP is the organizational center, is 
threatened today by the erosion of civil liberties" 

Continuing, this letter reflects,. "In order 
to strengthen the influence of the NAACP in the national 
life of our country, we recommend* that its leadership, 
everywhere, be responsive to ideas, which help to develop 
various forms of what is popularly called *mass action- 1 . 
As an example,, such successfully tried and tested forms 
of activity as the boycott technique (mass protest action) 
so effectively used in many cities of the South should 
become more widely used throughout th€ country.. These - 
"activities will build up "the ,man;y commendable victories 
won by the NAACP through legal actions in' the courts. 
* t. 

"Common unity of effort is the key to future 
successes. We urge all citizens to join, membership in 
the NAACP and we feel that all should be welcome who are 
willing to give of their time and energy in working 
toward the common .goal— the total abolition of segre- 
gation and second-class citizenshp in America. All 
who agree with this NAACP objective, regardless of differ- 
ences, in points of view on other matters, have a use- 
ful contribution to make and should be welcomed to active 
membership. Such a policy is in harmony with the best 
nonpartisan traditions of the NAACP, Furthermore, the 
sharpening of the attacks upon the NAACP, accompanied 
by a weakening of the reliability of the courts, calls 
for greater mass support to prevent serious setbacks 
to our common cause." r

a meeting of the American delegation held on July 25, 1959, by 
using highly organized and disruptive tactics. The USFC from 
New York, declared this meeting a "rump gathering" but the 
AYFO proceeded to continue the meeting until the Secretary of 
the International teg^M^ory Committees bfroke it up by employing 
two friends and shoving the AYFO chairman from the platform. 
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NY T-10 further advised that the USFC of New York, 
headed by MARVIN MARKMAN,. was afraid that their hegemony in the 
International Prepartory Committee might he challenged by the 
newly proposed steering committee from Chicago. The policy 
used by the New York group in dealing with the threat of the 
Chicago faction was one of an 11 iron fist" and was characteristic 
of the old, extreme Leninist policies which are no longer 
recognized by the Communist Party today. 'The New York group 
boycotted the Chicago faction at "American sponsored delegation 
meetings; flatly refused to negotiate with representatives 
of the Chicago Group; spread malicious statements as to the 
intent, purpose, and origin of the Chicago Group, and succeeded 
in completely splitting the American delegation. The New York 
faction spread statements to the effect that the Chicago Group 
was dominated by representatives sponsored by the United States 
State Department. As a result of this .split, according to« NY 
T-10, the USFC succeeded in becoming recognized as the official 
American delegation by the International Prepartory Committee.

This letter 
announced the appearance of GEORGE MORRIS 1 pamphlet, 
u The Soviet Union Today," and urged wide distribution among 
trade unionists as an answer to the APL-CIO National 
Executive Council's attack dn^Sov.dle^-.lsfade unions. 

This pamphlet, reviewed by HY LUMER in the September 
13, 1959, issue of "The Worker", is described as "the most 
effective of answers" to the "lies about Soviet labor" 
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concerning the alleged absence of free trade unions. It 
reportedly presents "a detailed factual account of how Soviet 
trade unions actually operate, and a picture of their role in 
Soviet soeiety." - 

According to the ■ review, the pamphlet also deals 
with other major aspects of Soviet life, comparing the living 
standards of Soviet and American workers and contrasting the 
absence of unemployment in the Soviet Union .with the 
growth of unemployment in the United States.' It seeks to 
show American workers the potential benefits of increased 
American-Soviet trade and calls for closer contacts 
between American and Soviet workers. 

The aforementioned letter by HY LUMER also offers 
at reduced prices for direct sale only to leading and active 
Party members, the "Collected Works' of V. I. LENIN" published 
by the Foreign Languages Publishing House in Moscow, and 
volumes 1, 2, and 3 of "Capital", printed in English in the 
Soviet Union.

AMERICAN YOUTH FESTIVAL ORGANIZATION 

On October 27, 1958, NY T-l8> made available 
the Articles of Incorporation of the American Youth 
Festival Organization (AYFO), Chicago, Illinois, dated 
October 14, 1958. These Articles revealed that the purposes 
for which the organization was formed are to reap, through 
sponsorship of travel, contact, and discussion with the 
young people of all the nations of the world, the richness 
and variety of the cultural, .academic and scientific 
heritage of America, and to provide young Americans through 
travel, contact and discussion with young people of all the 
nations of the world, a mutual tolerance, respect and 
appreciation for other peoples, cultures and nations, 
NY T-18 advised that the AYFO was formed to promote 
attendance of Americans of all political views at the 
Seventh World Youth Festival in Vienna, Austria, during 
the summer of 1959. The AYFO was formed inasmuch as BARBARA 
PERRY disagreed with, the composition of the leadership 
of the .corresponding group in New York known as the United 
States Festival Committee since PERRY felt the leadership of 
that group was Communist controlled and therefore, 
composition of the American delegation would not be 
truly representative of American Youth. 

On January 22, 1959, NY T-18 advised that 
BARBARA PERRY was contacted by a leader of the Communist 
Party of Illinois, who advised that LOU DISKIN, who was 
the leader of youth groups of the Communist Party in- 
Chicago, would help PERRY and guide her in tactics and 
strategy in connection, with the AYFO. According to 
this leader, the Executive Board of the Communist. Party 
had given permission for ^|!^ng^fiRRf;^ldance . 

NY T-18 further advised that PERRY has no history 
of Communist party activities but has in the past been 
associated with organizations promoting Soviet-American 
friendship and cultural exchanges. 

As of April 20, 1959, NY T-18 advised that the 
AYFO continues its efforts to promote the Festival and is 
receiving support and advice from the leadership of the 
Communist Party of Illinois,

ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN was the chairlady for the 
evening. The affair began with film shots of scenes of various 
strikes and struggles and people. The loudest applause was for 
a picture of CHARLEY RUTHENBERG, FIDEL CASTRO, and NIKITA KAUSHCHEV.. 

EUGENE DENNIS was the first speaker and he pretty 
much paraphrased the "Draft Political Resolution" in the September 
issue of Political Affairs, pages 24-44. However, running all 
through his talk was a strong plea for peaceful and competitive 
coexistence with the Soviet Union.- 

Next,' ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN introduced PRANK _ 
ALEXANDER, a Negro person, who she said was from the pacific 
Coast and a friend of hers. 

FRANK ALEXANDER gave his version of the Youth Festival 
at Vienna, Austria. He said that the vast majority of the American 
youth delegation were united except for a hard core of provocatives 
planted in the delegation by the State Department. This 
particular statement accusing the State Department of planting 
these provocatives brought cheers of support for this statement 
from a group of young people (about 50) in the balcony. Over 
this group in the first balcony 'was a banner stating that the 
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Youth of Philadelphia congratulated the CP. Other banners 
called for a Socialist America 

SCOTT NEARING spoke about his trip to People's China 
and the Soviet Union. He was high in his praise of both of these 
countries. Half of his talk was an attack on the United States 
of America. He aaid that America -was the only obstacle to 
peace , security and progress in the world. He also called for 
the building of a socialist Communist America. He told the 
audience that ""we" must rid ourselves of counter revolutionary 
movements in the united States." Another time he referred to the 
United States as Fascist America.. 

All through his talk he was extremely laudatory of 
the advances of People's China,, as he called it, and the Soviet 
Union. 

When he finished, an appeal for funds was made. 
"Horizons for the Future", a song especially written for the 
CP, copies of it were sold for $100 a copy. A few were sold for 
that amount. Then announcements were made as to the various 
amounts contributed by the County CP organization: Bronx County 
$650*5 Manhattan $110.; Brooklyn $850. were some of the figures 
called out. No final total was announced. 

BEN DAVIS was the concluding speaker. He attached 
Gov. ROCKEFELLER and WALTER LIPPMAN of the N.Y. Herald Tribune. 
He also called for peaceful and competitive coexistence. He had 
a great deal of praise for the socialist countries but none for 
the capitalist world. His talk was centered around the Draft & 
political Resolution in the September issue of Political Affairs 
(P.A.). 

BEN DAVIS had particular praise for the Soviet Union,

The Bronx County Committee of the Communist party 
held a regular meeting, at LOUISE SANCHEZ house on Wednesday 
night Sept. l6. th e following people were present, LOUISE, MIMI 
FRIEDLANDER P"™^™! DORA, SAM NESSIN, KATHY from Hungarian, HAL be 
COLLINS from the Jeff school ofSocial Science, AL PAULA, EDITH bic 
ROSENBERG and NAN DICKMAN, PRANCES, and CHARLIE HENDLEY. 

The agenda was as follows, activities (school), draft 
resolution & discussion, conventions, announcements. 

The election of a chairman in the form of FRANCES, 
was the first order of business, the next point was a report by 
HAL COLLINS on the new fall term of of the Jeff school in Oct. 
leaflets were distributed, then HAL went on to explain . the 
need for a Marxist education, how. this fall term is one with 
many courses, good all around instructors, courses in line to 
suit everyone young and old, for new courses and for old review 
courses. 

The courses run for eight weeks and the fee is small 
$7.00 for the full course. This year more than ever we must try 
and enroll many people, the leadership need the Jeff school as 
well as the ordinary member, even though we may be engaged in 
other activities we can and must try and attend one of the many 
classes. 

The next point was the 40th Anniversary meeting on 
Friday Sept. 25, at Carnegie hall. EDITH reported that there 
would be a "station" of those who wanted to turn in money for 
tickets, birthday greetings, etc, at MIRIAM SINGER'S house, 
1500 Hoe Ave.

In this regard there is going to be a picket line 
in front of the Mexican consulate at 8 E. 4lst at 12 noon Monday 
Sept. 21 and the leaders of our Party, who were imprisoned > _ 
themselves will lead the pickets, all who can are urged to partici- 
pate. 

On Sat. and Sun. Sept, 26 &27 the Communist party is 
holding an Eastern Seaboard Conference,. t° discuss the coming 
Communist Party Convention. Many unions will participate and they 
also discuss ways and means on how to strengthen their ideological 
and organizational differences. 

The Bronx County Communist Party is entitled to 
send 5 representatives to this , Convention, one delegate from each 
Section. 

EDITH reported that BILL KRAMER, our Bronx County Press

BILL ALBERTSON then made his report, He 
said that there would be no formation of a new youth 
organization until after the convention. He said the 
C,P, Constitution calls for discussion of anything to 
come before the convention 90 days prior to that 
convention, Discussion of a youth organization opened 
September 10th. ALBERTSON also said that the C.P, was 
isolated from youth because it was not working amongst 
the. people. He said the composition of Manhattan Youth 
was now over 50$ Negro & Puerto Rican. He said these 
areas were lost because the C,P, did not fit them in to 
the over all picture. Not knowing the moods of youth" 
leads to sectarianism. Because of Sectarianism and left- 
wing revisionism there was no youth""brganization and lost 
to the revolutionary movement was a whole generation of leaders, 
A new youth organization is definitely needed and it must 
be based on three principles^ 

1, It must participate in the struggles of the 
working class and in the struggles of other youth 
organizations in a democratic fashion.

ALBERTSON then said: The new youth group or 
organization is not a vanguard organization. The C*P., 
doesn't give the vanguard role away, only the C.P, itself 
plays that role.

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The discussion was then opened to the floor* 
It moved very slowly and as was pointed out by ALBERTSON 
in his closing remarks nothing concrete was arrived at hut the 
ice had been broken. One of the points raised on the 
floor was persecution of the new youth group. The 
possibility of it going on the Attorney General's list. 
This iOBERTSON replied to. by saying the party wasn't going 
to make it easy for the U.S. Government. He said it 
wasn't a matter of .principles . involved but rather a 
matter of tactics. Although this organization will have 
been set up by the Communist Party and although it will 
have close ties after its inception,this will be covered. 
The name of the organization will not have "Communist" 
in it. A further tactic will be get progressives, pro- 
communists and other non-communist youth groups involved 
in the affairs of this new organization so that they 
will defend the organization. ALBERTSON said that 
instead , of taking the government ' two days to prove that the 
new organization is communist controlled it will take them 
30 days. He stressed that this was no loss of principle 
but was. a tactical move. Other discussion on the floor was 
whether organizers for the youth organization, should attend 
party meetings or even retain party ties. In his opening 
remarks ALBERTSON stated that the principle of democratic 
centralism- is a tool of a Marxist -Leninist organization. 
The youth organization will be a majority rule organization.
